States department of agriculture. 
The average value per head is set 
at $42.20 this year as against $37.60 
a year ago, and the total value in- 
creased from $210,870,000 to $236,- 
664,000 during 1928. 


Total number of cattle and calves 


on farms of Oklahoma Jan. 1 this 
year was reported as 1,723,000, same 
as a year ago, while the value per 
head has increased from $39.70 to 
$45,20 and the total value 
from 
$68,374,000 Jan. 1. 1928, to $77,926,- 
000 on January 1, this year. 
The report places total number 


of hogs and pigs on Texas farms 
Jan. 1 at 1,210.000, compared with 
1,375,000 on Jan. 1, 1928. In other 
wotds, the number of hogs at this 
time is but 88 per cent as great as 
a year ago. 
The value per head 


has decreased from $11.SO to $9.70; 
while the total value of Texas hogs 
has decreased from $15,782,000 to 
$11.699,000 during the year. 
Sheep and lambs in Texas Jan- 
uarv 1 this year was 5.052.000 com 
pared with 4,093.000 a year ago;

quickly and smoothly, the necks of 
both being broken by the drop. 


Both died forgiving all but pro- 


testing their innocence. 


At 12:30 the cowl was lifted by a 


physician to determine if life was 
extinct. At. 12:39 the doctors pro- 
nounced him dead. 


The body was cut down at 12;41. 


The undertakers went up to re- 
ceive the corpses. Dr. Drehur was 
brought down tho stairs between 
six men. He was laid on a cot. 


The Rev. J. A. McCormaok, the 


Methodist minister, said Dr. Ore- 
her went to his death grieving ihat 
his son, "Ted," was unable to reach 
him from the Texan oil fields for 
a farewell. 


He prayed all morning, he said, 


and was praying when ha died. He

sheriff and particularly his family. 


"I told him he was now in the 


presence of God, and he should not 
die without the truth on his lips," 
the minister said.

Before Trap Sprung 


FRANKLIN, La., Feb. 
1.—W— 


Mrs. Ada Bonner Lebouef 
was 


hanged in the parish jail here for 
participation in the murder of her 
husband. 


She went 
to the gallows just 


ahead of Dr. Thomas E. Dreher, 
'who was convicted jointly 
with 


her. 


She walked on the trap at 12.04. 


Cut down at 12.16. "On Mother, My 
God," moaned Ada. "Isn't this a 
terrible thing." 'Oh, don't let me 
suffer. Oh God, who can do that." 
"This is murder itself. I 
hope 


Jesus can lova my soul. Tho rope 
Is so tight around my neck." 


She struggled before the drop. 
She began praying behind Fath- 


er J. J. Rosseau, Catholic priest, 
in the voice of a young girl. 


"Out there! out there," she cried 
as a surprised child as the sheriff 
begged her to come out. 


The hangman sat on a bench be- 


side the trap waiting. 


^Blindfolded the woman walked 


but on the trap dressed in a plain 
pink slip dress. She cried: 


"My mother, my mother, oh my 


God. 
Isn't this a terrible thing. 


Don't let me stay there too long. 
Oh isn't this a terrible thing This 
is murder itself. That rope is too 
tight around my necK. Yes it is 
Mr. Martel (the sheriff). Oh, my 
God, my God." 


She struggled., The'black cloth 


was placed over her head. 
Her 


hands were tied. 
Father Rosseau administered the 


extreme prayer as sne hanged on 
the rope, which slipped to one side 
showing her blindfolded face 


A small rope fastened her hands 


and feet and she held, the black 
beads with the cross in her locked 
hands behind her back. S'ie died 
Instantly without sound and with 
only a tremor after the trap open- 
ed. 


She hung on the 
rope, straight 


and still. 
The doctor* 
applied a 


stethoscope at 12:10. Father Ros- 
seau left at 12:10. 


At 12:15 they began taking down 


the body. Four men took her body 
to a cell. 


The trap was fastened ba-.'k, the 


rope readjusted 
and the sheriff 


started for Dr. Dreher in a back 
cell.

Mrs. Ada Lebouef and Dr. Thomas 
B;. Dreher faced'the gallows today 
stirred Louisiana, not only on ac- 
count of the murder itself but be- 
cause of the fruitless legal battles 
to save a woman from execution. 


Their spectacular 
legal 
battle 


through the highest state and fed- 
eral courts to escape the noose hav- 
ing ended in failure, the doomed 
slayers relinquished hope that Gov- 
ernor Hucy P. Long would spare 
their lives by executive action. 


Thrice reprieved, their last legal 


move 
was 
exhausted 
yesterday 


when Judge Wayne G. Borah of fed- 
eral district court and the United 
States circuit court of appeals de- 
clined to. interfere with the execu- 
tions. 


Defenae attorneys gave up hope, 


but 
the 
four children 
of Mrs. 


Lebouef carried on the fight. They 
went to Baton Rouge last night to 
see Governor Long in the hope-they 
could persuade him to commute the 
sentences. Their quest waa in vain. 


Plans called for the woman to 


die first. 
Officials 
doubted 
she 


would be. able to walk unassisted 
and prepared to carry her. 


Her four children visited Mrs. 


Lebouef yesterday, and Dr. Dreher 
wan visited by his wife and 
two 


da.ughtei~s. 


When Sheriff Pccc-t told Dr. Dre- 


her he would have to hang, the phy- 
sician replied he waa "at peace with 
God." 


Woman's Husband Slain. 


The murder was committed on the 


night of July 3, 1927, exactly 
19 


months ago. Lebouef, superintend- 
ent of the Morgan City branch of 
tho Louisiana Public Utilities com- 
pany, was phot while boat riding on 
Lake Palourde, near his Morgan 
City home. 


Mrs. Lebouef, Dr. 
Dreher 
and 


James Beadle, Morgan City trapper 
were tried .for the 
murder. 
All 


three were found guilty in August, 
1927. The jury recommended mercy 
for Beadle which automatically gave 
him life imprisonment. The State 
contended the woman and t.he phy- 
sician killed Lebouef so he could 
not interfere with their love affair. 


Then started the long legal bat- 


tle, one of the most vivid Louis- 
iana has ever known. The slayers 
were denied a. new trial by Judge 
James D. Simon of the trial court. 
Then came an appeal to the State 
supreme court. The case then was 
put before the pardon board, but 
thin body declined to recommend 
clemency.

Continuing, he said: 
"It is common 
practice when 


drilling wells with rotary tools, to 
drill ahead with a hit of smaller 
size than the one used to finish the 
hole. From time to time the hole 
is reamed down to the final size if 
no producing sand is found. This 
gives the operator o chancn 
to 
ream down to a place where tho 
casing can be properly set when a 
producing sand is encountered. The 
reduced hole is usually 7 7-8 or 
smaller, while the final hole is 9 1-4, 
or larger. When the smal bit en- 
counters a sand it is only necessary 
to drill into the sand and wash out 
the reduced (rat) hole. 
"After the hole is in proper con- 


dition, that is. a. sand has been en- 
countered by the small bit and the 
large hole has been reamed down 
to a proper seat, which is generally 
anywhere from three 
to 50 feet 
above sand, the Halliburton sand 
tester is then run in on the drill 
pipe and a test made. 
How Test Ts Made. 
"The sand tester consists essen- 
tially of a tapered packer below 
which is a perforated pipe extend- 
ing into the rat hole and conducts 
the oil and gas above the packer 
•where there is a stop cock enclos- 
ed in a steel case that can be open- 
ed or closed by turning the drill 
pipe one quarter turn. 
The drill 
pipe is run in with the stop cock 
closed, leaving the drill pipe dry. 
After the packer is seated the stop 
cock is opened. The same condi- 
tion now exists as if the casing had 
been set and the hole bailed out. 
This allows the fluid in the sand to 
enter the drill pipe giving a sam- 
ple of whatever is in the sand. 
"If gas is encountered it 
will 
blow through the drill pipe and if 
any fluid is in the sand it will flow 


• into the drill pipe and can be taken 
out by closing the stop-cock and re- 
moving the drill pipe. When oil or 
salt water are withdrawn with the 
drill pipe, 
especially 
if 30 or 40 
joints are taken out. the gas causes 
the oil or salt water 
to flow by 
heads when stands of pipo are re- 
moved, giving positive evidence of 
the fluid in tho sand. 


Time of Test- 
"The sand tester is allowed to 
remain seated from 15 to 45 min- 
utes, dep^ndims upon the condition 
of the sand. The complete test rc- 
Juires a round trin plus the 15 to 
5 minutes it is allowed to remain 
seated, and takes about two hours 
for a complete test." 
Erie J. Halliburton, the 
presi- 
dent mid founder of the Hallibur- 
ton Oil Well Cementing Company, 
is the inventor of the tool, which is 
manufactured by his company. He 
resides in Duncan* Okla., which is 
headquarters for the company.
